Vatil then, you ſhall not have 8 ſrom the os 23 the per- 
ſecutors aid oppr@ſars ſword be put ups wn turned ag neh e juſt, 
which no w is = nef.che Heads af the 32 the ju (word, (the 
power of God) which doth ſecretly work t do his fervice, to bring forth righ- 
teouſueſs, & that mult be brought forth, before righteouſneſs be eſtabliſhedin 
the Nations, to deſtroy all hypocrites and hy pocriſie, flatterers and diſſem- 
blers, and daubers with untempered morter, that the innocency and wiſdome 
of God may rule: O purge out; purge out all the filth, all the filth from 
among your ſelves, and out of your ſelves! for truth over all will reign, that 
live not in it. i : 

And (O friend · ) the power of God you have abuſed, which had you lived 
in, you and the Nations kad all been quiet therein, and all the oppreſſed 
had had liberty; and the Lord had been the joy of every ones heart; and 
the ſpoil of the enemies not have taken up the poſſeſſion of the heart, as it 
hath; ſo that the Lord hath had no place, nor his people; but the juſt have 
been trodden under- foot, and made a prey of on every hand, who have been 
put out of the Army and publike Services, and the Publike Enemy hath had 
their ae of many of them, which once they were over.

But when you loft the power, then came the innocent to be caft into priſon 
here. ¶ Conſider that above twenty hundred have been perſecuted and im- 
pri ſoned within theſe few yeers for cenſcienceſake towards the Lord -:] And 
ſo iſ you had gone to have made Inquiſition for blood, and to demand all 
the Inquiſitiens abroad in the whole Chriſtendume, whereby the blood of the 
innocent had been ſhed, then all the people in the whole Chriſtende me that 
had feared the Lord God, would have ſaid with one conſent, Theſe are tht 
men that are gone out for Gods cauſe, that ſet open the prĩſon- doors, that 
will let none 3 perſecuted for . yu that profeſs God and Chriſt, and 
then you would not have impriſoned at home; But now you have priſons 
to break down at home, where lies about twe hundred priſoners now in pri- 
ſons and dungeons, in naſty and dark holes, and hath lain in fetters and 
torturingtonly for the Word of God's ſake. And the new Inquiſition ſet 
up in New- England, burning in the hand, and cutting off ears, and the great- 
eft crime as yet heard of, is ſpeaking Thou te a particular, and not put- 
ting off the hat, and becauſe they are ſuch as werk out their ſalvation with 
fear and trembling, and tremble at Gods Werd. And ſo now before you ge 
to work abroad in other Nations, and the Lerd proſper you there, you muſt 
come to the juſt in your ſelves, and the power ef the Lord God there, to ſet 
open the priſon-doers, that all the juſt and the opprefled may go forth there, 
(and break down the unjuſt) which have been impriſoned ſince the power was

Chriſt, but call them Prieſts, they ſay they ſcandalize them, and yet their own 
Law calls them Priefts, Vicars, and Clerks. So now you have the truth to (et 
free at home, before you go to do it abread ; for above twenty of the inne · 
cent lambs and harmleſs, have been | erſecuted, and their bleed ſhed in the 
ſtreets and high-wayes, and impriſoned till death in this Nation within theſe 
few yeers; and godly and peaceable Meetings have been broken up by _

ſon! "Oh what havock hath been made of the people of God, that they have 
come. and rode in, and trampled among tkem with their Horſes , and have 
plucked him up by the hair of the head, that was on his knees praying to the 
Lordi whereby the perſecution in this Nation hath given an ill ſayour unte 
the Nations hereabout, and it rings abroad in the world, that when friends 
are moyed of :the Lord God to go into other Nations to declare the truth of 
God and his Word, they eaſt itupon chem; and imprĩ ſon many, and ſay they 
will ſexye.cthems and do to them as theĩr own Nation does.

And if ever you Souldie:s and true Officers come again into the power of 
God which hath been loſt never ſet up yourStandart until you come to Keome,
